ATRSHIPS SMASH: 
PICTURES SPOILED 


Four Aviators Come to Grief 
Flying for Moving Pic- 
ture Man. 


NONE IS BADLY HURT. 


Upon the appearance of a moving picture 
photographer at the Cicero flying field of 
the Aero club of Illinois, four different ac- 
oldents took place to prevent his getting 
aerial snapshots he wished. 

The Smith torpedo monoplané, driven by 
Andre Ruel, turned over going at a speed 
of sixty miles an hour. Ruel sustained a 
wrenched arm. 

William Leonard, in an attempt to take 
up a Curtiss type biplane, stubbed the ma- 
chine‘’s nose.“ There was considerable 
wreckage to remove. 

Andrew Drew, field diréctor, who has been 
fiying the big Beech-National biplane, expe- 
rienced his first accident in theair. Due toa 
wing defection, the machine tilted sideways 
until a wing scraped the ground. The re- 
sult was a bad smash up. Drew was not 
hurt. 

When De Lloyd Thompson finally endeav- 
ored to make a quick, close landing“ he 
came down so suddenly and close the pho- 
tographer had to roll about fifty feet to es- 
cape a collision. Max Lillie, Wright flyer, 
alone wae unaffected, and by flying seven 
hours and fifteen minutes during the day 
broke the field’s duration record. 


Water-Air Craft Succeeds. 

The first test of a Chicago built hydro-ger-. 
oplane was made yesterday by Nels J. Nel- 
son, one of the flyers at the Cicero flying field 
of the Aero Club of Illinois, at Beventy-Ninth 
street and the lake. 

Nelson, who flew the machine from the 
aviation field to the lake shore, used a single 
pontoon in the center of the craft, with smal! 
tanks beneath the ends of the planes to pre- 
vent it from tipping over. He made a num- 
ber of flights, alighting easily on the water. 
and declared the test a success. The plane 
is owned by Mills brothers. 

Charles Dickinson, who uses Max Lillie’s 
aeroplane for daily trips to the Elmhurst 
Golf club or his home near Lake Calumet, 
has engaged Lillie to take him to Lake Gen- 
eva, Wis., tomorrow to a picnic party given 
by his brother.

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| REBEL GENERAL OF CUBA DIES; 


KILLED IN FEDERALIST BATTLE 


Estinoz Shot Dead by Lieutenant in 
Fight in Which One Hundred Insur- 
gents Lose Their Lives. 


SANTIAGO, Cuba, June 28.—Gen. Evaristo 
Estinos, the rebel leader, was killed yester- 
day at Vega Bellaco, six miles from Micara, 
in the vicinity of Songo, by government 
troops under the command of Lieut. De la 
Torre. after a battle in which 100 ingurgents 
were killed. 

The dead include probably also Gen. Pedro 
Ivonet, whose body, however, has not yet 
been recovered. 

Gen. Estinoz wage killed by Lieut. De la 
Torre himeelf with a shot in the head from 
a revolver. 

Gen. Ivonet’s horse, covered with blood, 
was found on the field of battle. His sword 
and revolver also were picked up. 

There is great rejoicing in the city over the 
defeat of the rebels. Thousands of people 
flocked to the barracks throughout the morn- 
ing to see the body of Gen. Estinos. 

On hearing today of the death of Gen. Es- 
tinos the insurgents in the vicinity of Guan- 
tanamo bay hoisted a flag of truce. 

The United States gunboat Paducah re- 
turned to Santiago today from the Guantan- 
amo naval! station. 


LITTLE GIRL WITH SONGS

DEMONSTRATION FOR BRYAN 


Baltimore, Md., June 29, 3 a. m.—A senéa- 
tional break in the New York delegation gave 
that state's ninety votes to Champ Clark on 
the tenth ballot in the Democratic national 
convention this morning, carried the speaker 
to a total of 566 out of the 1,088 delegates, but 
still left him 170 votes short of the two-thirds 
vote necessay to a choice. 

There wae practically no change on the 
eleventh and twelfth ballots.’ 

The twelfth ballot resulted the same as 
the eleventh. 

The balloting is continuing with the Clark 
forces outwardly confident and the Wilson 
managers doggedly claiming that the final 
break will come to the New Jersey gov- 
ernor. 

The Clark managers jubilently claim that 
every Democratic candidate whoever reached 
a majority in the convention always suc- 
ceeded in eventually getting the required 
two-thirds. 


Bryan Aids Wilson in Fierce Fight. 
A demonetration for William Jennings 


Bryan was a feature of the sensational epi- 
sode. 

Uniewss the Wilson men are abie to hold 
more than one-third of the Democratic na- 
tional convention Champ Clark of Missouri 
will be the Democratic candidate for the 
presidency. 

The Wilson men, supported by Bryan, are 
moving heaven and earth at 2 o'clock in the 
morning to hold the delegates pledged to pre- 
vent Clark's nomination. The Clark men are 
equally active in endeavoring to secure the 
rémaining votes necessary to nominate. It 
is an intense struggle, with the Clark man- 
agers the more confident. 


Break on the Tenth. 

The break came on the tenth ballot, which 
was started shortly after midnight. When 
the Michigan delegation responded it was 
found that Clark had taken two from Har- 
mon and one from Wilson. 

At 12:25 o'clock New York was reached and 
the crowd waited breathlesaly to hear wheth- 
er Murphy would change from Harmon to 
gome other candidate the ninety votes he 
held in the hollow of his hand. 

It was noticed that for the first time dur- 
ing the balloting Murphy was not in his seat, 
but was standing half way down the center 
alsle asking recognition of the chair as if 
for some special announcement. 

„Mr. Chairman,” he began, New York 
casts 81 votes for Clark and——"’ 


Murphy’s Voice Drowned by Din. 

The crowd did not walt to hear more. Mur- 
phy's voice was drowned out by an inunda- 
tion of din rolled over the assemblage of 
14,000 sweltering delegates and spectators. 
For nine weary ballots the convention had 
deen deadlocked and Murphy with ninety 
votes to throw where he pleased had never 
wavered in his forme! allegiance to Harmon. 

Now that he had spoken and thrown his 
support to Clark the joy of the followers of 
the Missouri candidate knew no bounds. 


Bedlam in Clark Delegations. 

On every side the Clark delegations were 
standing on their chairs, embracing, danc- 
ing, yelling, like Commanches, waving ban- 
nere. canes and fans, tossing hats and news- 
papers in air and generally whooping it up 
for their idol. The galleries joined in the 
demonstration and a joyous campaign pen- 
demonium reigned supreme. 

Al the Clark banners bearing the speaker's 
pictures and appropriate inscriptions were 
brought forth and sent circling the hall. 
Then some one pulled up the New York dele- 
gation sign and a procession of the state 
standards started. Missour fell in line, then 
West Virginia, Nevada, Weshington, Kan- 
eas, and California and econ most of the

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Ohio gave 1 to Ollie James on the eighth ballot. 
Tennessee gave 1 to Gaynor on the eighth ballot.

Band Plays “Tammany.” 

The band played Tammany in honor of 
the break to Clark of Murphy and his friends. 
The din became more deafening and the file 
of standard bearers headed for the speaker's 
platform. 

New York Was the first to gain the height, 
where for full ten minutes it loomed above 
the burly figure of Chairman James. Close 
behind came Washington and Kansas, the 
two states which Were expected to break 
away from Clark at an early juncture. When 
thé crowd beheld that it went into further 
transports of joy. 

When the demonstration had continued for 
twenty minutes Chairman James seized upon 
a comparative lull to bring the convention to 
order. At last he succeeded and Murphy 
again Wae recognised to complete his state- 
ment. 

“New York votes eighty-one for Clark, 
one for Underwood, and eight for Wilson,“ 
he said. ‘Under our unit rule New York 
therefore casts ninety votes for Clark.“ 


Oklahoma Row Started. 


When Ohio was called Clark gained two 
more, and there was another outburst of 
Clark enthusiasm. Then Oklahoma, which 
‘nad deen voting ten for Clark and ten for 
Wilson on every ballot, war called. The dele- 
gation chairman proposed to vote the whole 
delegation for Clark. That started things. 

We will not join Tammany and we stin 
vote ten for Clark and ten for Wilson,“ yelled 
“Alfalfa BI Murray, standing on his 


chair. 

At thie challenge to Tammany and the 
Clark forces generally a Wilson demonstra- 
tion was precipitated. The Wilson delega- 
tions leaped to their chairs and went through 
all the Stages of ecstatic hysteria with 
which the Clark partiéane had just filled 


them. 
“Bryan, Bryan!“ Thousands Cry. 


The Wileon banners were paraded, and the 
standards of the Wilson states were marched 
about the hall. In the midet of the dem- 
onstratlon Bryan footers came down the cen- 
ter aisie. 

“Bryan, Bryan,” came te cry from 
thousands of throats, and the din increased in 
volume. 

Chairman James sought in vain to quell 
the storm of cheering in order to continue 
the roll call, but it waa thirty-five minutes 


after “ Alfalfa Bill * epoke hie mind that gut- 


ficient quiet prevailed to call the next state. 
The roll call on the tenth ballot then proceed- 
ed without serious disturbance and the an- 
nouncement showed Clark had gained slight- 
ly more than 100 over his average in the nine 
previous ballots—a total of 656 votes—eti!] 170 
short of victory. 

Wileon practically held his forces firm with 


80% 
No Gains Till New York Break. 


Umll the New York break none of the 
leading candidates had made any materia! 
gains or losses. The gain of the Wilson 
vote had reached Ke maximum with @ count 
of 854 on the sixth ballot. 

On the eighth ballot Champ Clark had 448% 
votes, which is only eight more than he had 
when he started. His high water mark was 
449% on the seventh ballot. 

Woodrow Wilson had 351% votes on the 
eighth, 27% more than he had on the firat 
ballot. Harmon was 18 shy of his first vote 
and Underwood had 5% more than his initia) 
number. 

The only candidate who has been elimi- 
nated is Gov. Baldwin of Connecticut, whose 
fourteen delegates have been distributed 
among Wilson, Clark, and Underwood. 


14,000 Swelter in Hall, 


In the big armory are crowded 14,000 
sweltering delegates and spectators. The 
galleries are white with the figures of coat- 
less men and women in summery attire, and 
the whole scene is animate with thousands 
ot fans beating the stifling air. 

Intense but suppressed excitement prevails 
on the floor and in the galleries, and each 
ballot has been taken amid a profound hush 
of expectancy for the break in the deadlock 
that does not come. 

Murphy the imperturbable Tammany boss. 
ig the one man in the convention whose mind 
the multitude ts trying to read. Each time 
the roll ie called the crowd watts invpatient!y 
tor New York to respond, and then hangs 
breathtessly on Murphy's words. 

Bat aware Murphy menctonously an- 
nounces for Harmon the ninety votes he holds 


ia the hollow of his hend. The crowd is emp-

peot ing the break to come from New York, 
and every time it evinces its disappointment 
with good natured laughter. 


J. Ham Acts as Chairman. 


During the sixth and seventh ballots the 
assemblage wae entertained by Col. J. Ham 
Lewis of Chicago, to whom Chairman James 
relinquished the gave! temporarily. 

The crowd then learned just how these 
things should be done. The function of pre- 
siding became clothed with majesty and mye 
tery. 

Col. Lewis would lift the gavel delicately, 
giving the while a knowing lock or a meaning 
nod to this or that leader. Then he would 
announce his decisions in a clear, bell lke 
voice and flowery language. 


Opens at 4 in Afternoon. 


Chers greeted the arrival of Chairman 
James at 4:11 o'clock Friday afternoon 
when the convention assembled for us first 
session of the day. 

The Rev. Henry M. Wharton, pastor of 
Brantley Baptist church of Baltimore, in 
hie prayer said the affairs of our govern- 
ment seems about to pass to other hands,” 
and the prediction of Democratic success 
met with an outburet of applause at the con- 
clusion of the prayer. 

Chairman James at 4:18 announced that 
the roll call for the presidential nomination 
would be resumed at once. Several minutes 
were required to clear the floor and restore 
order. . 

Alabama was the first state called and ap- 
plause greeted the announcement from Gov. 
O'Neal that Alabama casts twenty-four 
votes for Oscar W. Underwood.” 

Amzona, Arkantas, California, and Colo- 
rado cast their solid votes for Speaker Clark, 
as they had done on the first ballot. 


Applaud First Wilson Vote. 

Connecticut again east ite fourteen votes 
for Gov. Baldwin, {te favorite son.” wr. 
son enthusiasts in the galleries applauded 
the first vote cast for their candidate that 
of Delaware. 

The banners dropped from the balcony dur. 
ing the Wilson demonstration early this 
morning still blazoned forth their 
“We want Wilton” and “ Wilson alf the 
time; no compromiése.”’ 

States continued to follow the first ballot. 
No changes occurred in the poll as the vote 
proceeded through the list ot states until 
Massachusetts was reached. Here one vote 
broke away from Clark, who had received 
the entire delegation of thirty-eix on the firet 
ballot, and went to Gov. Wilson. 

Michigan, whoee vote had been distributed 
among four candidates on the first ballot, 
asked to be passed when its name was called. 
A conference was in progress among the 
delegates in the Michigan seotion. 


Break of One in New Hampshire. 

Another break of one vote from the Clark 
to the Wilson standard came in the New 
Hampshire delegation. The speaker received 
seven and Wilson one on the second bal- 
lot, where he had received eight on the 
first. ne 

The accession to the Wilson strength, while 
small, was greeted with a storm of applause 
from Wilson sympathizers. 

A break of two delegates from Underwood 
came in the New Jersey delegation. Two 
given Underwood on the first ballot went to 
William Sulzer of New York on the second. 

In North Carolina Gov. Wilson lost one- 
fourth of a vote. The first ballot had given 
Wilson sixteen and one-half; the second gave 
him sixteen and one-fourth.

This brought the total opposition to Clark 
up above the one-third mark, making it im- 
possible for Clark to secure the necessary 
two-thirds of the convention. 


Pennsylvania Gives Bryan One. 

Pennsylvania threw one more vote to Gov, 
Wilson and gave one to Bryan, reducing by 
two the vote given Gov. Harmon. The Penn- 
sylvania figures on the second ballot were: 
Wilson, 72. Bryan, 1; Harmon, 3. 

Eight votes went to the Wileon standard, 
amid wild cheers, when Vermont was 
The entire vote had been given to Gov. Bald- 
win of Connecticut on the first ballot. 

A half vote Was gained by Wilson in Utah 
and a half vote by Clark in Virginia, the lat- 
ter breaking away from Underwood's vote 
of fourteen and one-half on the first daliot.

He an- 
nounced that as the night's session would be 
the eighth, and as the tickets to the con- 
vention had only eight coupons, the final 
coupon. would be recognized for admission to 
succeeding séssions. 

There was a chorus of disapproval when 
the motion to adjourn was put, but James 
declared it carried. The convention ad- 
journed at 7:18 until 9:30. 


Heat Worse than Ever. 

A general understanding that spread 
throughout the city to the effect that a nomi- 
nation would be made before the adjourn- 
ment of tonight's segsion, filled the galleries 
long before the regular hour for the calling 
of the convention. 

The heat was even worse than during 
Thursday night's session, and the delegates, 
in addition to discarding their coats, stripped 
off their wilted collara, 

Some of the managers of the rival forces 
were on the floor early, strengthening their 
lines among the delegates, and seeking to 
find weak spots in the line up of their oppo- 
nents. 

The Wilson forces asserted confidently that 
the consistent gains shown by Wilson in the 
first five ballots indicated a strength that 
would gradually increase as the balloting 
continued. 

The Clark forces claimed to have enough 
delegates pledged to prolong the deadlock 
indefinitely if Wilson's gains continued. 

At 9:30 the aisles were in great confusion 
and the police and the sergeant at arms tried 
in Vain to clear them. 


Called ta Order at 9:42. 

At 9:40 the band played The Star Span- 
gled Banner. Every one in the hall rose 
and the confusion in the aisles increased.. 
Many women appeared in the delegates’ 
seats on the floor and there was much visit- 
ing back and forth among the various dele- 
gations. 

Chairman James called the convention to 
order at 9:42. Gradually the disorder sub- 
sided and the Rev. George F. Dudley of 
Washington offered prayer... He concluded 
amid applause. Cries of Good! Good!“ 
came from the delegates, weary with the 
lengthy sessions. 

Chairman James announced an immaterial 
correction in the result of the fifth ballot. 
He then admonished the galleries for hissing 
and applauding votes, and at 9:48 directed 
the calling of the roll for the sixth ballot. 

C. N.. Malieu, an Oklahoma alternate, tried 
to move to suspend the two-thirds rule and 
nominate by a majority vote. A chorus of 
disapproval! greeted the motion, and Chair- 
man James quickly sustained a point of 
order against it. The roll call then pro- 
ceeded. 


Kansas Still 20 for Clark. 

The call proceeded without change or inci- 
dent until Kansas was reached. The dele- 
gates and spectators held their breath. half 
expecting a break in Wilson's favor, follow- 
ing the roll call today which showed the 
Kansans eleven for Wilson and nine for 
Clark. 

But the instructions holding them to Clark 
until two-thirds of the delegation believed 
him beaten held the state in line and its 
twenty votes were cast for Clark. 

In Michigan Kern and Wilson each lost 
one to Harmon. A hush of expectation set- 
tied over the hall when New York was called, 
but Charles F. Murphy rose and as usual 
announced: 

„New York casts ninety votes for Har- 
mon. 

In North Carolina Wilson lost one to En- 
derwood.

Bryan's face bore a look of determination 
as he took his place with the Nebraskans. 

_The delegates crowded about him demand- 
ing counsel, but he ignored them. He gazed 
at the wild disorder about him and talked 
with Samuel W. Untermyer of New York, 
counsel for the money trust investigat- 
ing committee, who hurried to him. 


Delegates Wildly Cheer Bryan. 

Later Bryan moved to the seats of the 
Oregon delegation, and this led to the belief 
that when that state was called he would 
endeavor to secure recognition to make a 
speech. A big crowd of delegates crowded 
around him, cheering wildly. 

The Wilson demonstration then had been 
under way twenty-five minutes and Chair- 
man James sought in vain to quiet the tumult. 

The demonstration had been under way 
thirty-two minutes when Chairman James 
sent sergeants-at-arms through the aisles. 
This had little effect, for the bulk of the dis- 
turbance came from the galleries.

EARLY MORNING SESSION. 

Enthusiasm on the part of the delegates 
on Thursday night delayed the nomination 
speeches and it was 7:10 o’clock Friday 
morning before the session, which began at 
8 p. m. Thursday, adjourned. 

Following the Clark demonstration, which 
lasted more than an hour and was quieted 
at 1:30 a. m., Henry Wade Rogers of New 
Haven named Gov. Simeon E. Baldwin of 
Connecticut. 

At the conclusion of Rogers’ speech the 
Connecticut delegation began a demonstra- 
tion for Baldwin. It lasted only a few min- 
utes. The Baldwin adherents were not many, 
but lusty lunged, and while their demon- 
stration lasted it was quite a noisy one. A 
large number of the newspaper correspond- 
ents, under the direction of a cheer leader, 
helped out the Baldwin enthusiasts. 

At 2:08 a. m. the call of the states was re- 
sumed. Delaware yielded to New Jersey. 
John W. Westcott of that state went for- 
ward to nominate Gov. Woodrow Wilson. 
The Wilson people did not wait for the open- 
ing of the speech before beginning their dem- 
onstration. : — 

Ohio Hoists Wilson Banner. 

Hats were thrown in the air, banners broke 
out, and there was a noisy din both on the 
floor and in the galleries. One of the Wilson 
banners was hoisted in the Ohio delegation 
and read Ohio Gives Nineteen Votes for 
Wilson. 

From a side entrance a parade filed into 
the hall. Banners bearing the names of 
‘twenty New York counties and the words. 
“Wilson and Win,” were carried by the 
marchers. Wilson banners of every descrip- 
tion fell into line. The New Jersey. Texas. 


and Pennsylvania standards swung into the 


procession. a 

An attempt was made to carry the Wilson 
banners to the platform following the ex- 
ample of the Clark adherents, but the officers 
ordered them down, and they continued their 
parade about the ball. 


Wilson Cheers Break Record. 

At 3:15 a. m. the Wilson demonstration 
passed a record mace by the Clark people 
earlier in the session. It had been under 
way an hour and five minutes. At this time 
the nolse began to subside and the sergeants 
at arms started in to clear the aisles, the 
police assisting. 

At 3:25 Mr. Westcott began his nominating 
speech of Gov. Wilson. 

By the time Westcott was well into his 
speech a somewhat quiet had settled over 
the big hall, broken every now and then by 
the sounds of applause that greeted the 
speaker's eulogy of Wilson. The galleries, 
half filled with both men and women, had 
subsided into sleepy silence. 

A few busy boys and men passed. about the 
hall peddling sandwiches and water for a 
substantial consideration to the exhausted 
delegates and spectators. 

It was 4 o'clock when Westcott concluded. 
and his peroration set off another demonstra- 
tion by the Wilson forces The sleepy dele- 
gates awoke to life and aided by the band 
they raised a din. Once more the standards 
were wrenched from their places, the Wilson 
banners again put in appearance, and the 
parade around the hall once more was on. 


Auto Horn Breaks Loose. 

Up in the gallery the shrieking automatic 
auto horn was again turned loose to add to 
the pandemonium of sound. 

Chairman James, when the demonstration 
had been fifteen minutes under way, decided 
that it had gone far enough and pounded his 
desk, ordered the sergeant at arms to clear 
the aisles, and then ordered the roll call re- 
sumed.

A band appeared on the floor of the con-

ed to them by direct voting primaries.” 


Direct Primary Established. 
The came view was expreseed by Senator 
B. F. Shively of Indiana. 
“The direct primary has become an estab- 
lished and recognized fact, particularly in 
the northern states, said Senator Shively. 
“ While I have my doubts as to whether 
there can be enacted a nationwide pres! 
dential primary law, there Is not the slightest 
doubt that the end of the old system is now 
at hand. 
The substantial fact suggested by nearly 
every man who was discussing the proposi- 
tion tonight, as a result of the deadlock 
over the presidentia! nomination, was that in 
future conventions boss handled state con- 
ventions will not be permitted to name dele- 
gations composed exclusively of the retainers 
of the proprietor of the state convention, 
and without initiative or will as to individu- 
ale which can reach expression on the na- 
tional convention floor.

F. W. Rosser. trainmaster of 
the Illinois division of the Rock Island at 
Rock Island, becomes superintendent of the 
Dakota division, with headquarters at Es- 
therville, Ia. 

Among the Rock Island officials whose ju- 
risdiction has been extended over the short 
line are T. Rumney, assistant vice president 
in charge of mechanical equipment, and F. J.

In fourteen minutes—or just time enough 
to retire from the courtroom to the jury room 
to take one ballot, and to return to the jury 
box—the jury in the case of the man Henning 
against Clarence S. Funk gave a verdict of 
not guilty. 7 

This judgment merely confirmed the sus- 
picion held by the public since the news of 
the suit was first made public in the columns 
of William Lorimer's organ, the Inter 
Ocean. 

That suspicion grew into something like 
belief as the peculiar circumstances sur- 
rounding the suit transpired, and as the 
tardy trial proceeded and the case presented 
against Mr. Funk was shivered by the de- 
fense no jury's verdict was needed to em- 
phasize the vicious nature of this assault 
upon the good name of a respected citizen. 

But now that the jury has spoken, this 
incident is not closed. On the contrary, it 
should be just opening. It is the imperative 
duty of the defendant as a citizen and asa 
man to proceed against all the parties to this 
infamous proceeding to the uttermost extent 
of his rights under the law. 

It is the duty of his counsel, members of 
the bar of high standing, to present all the 
evidence in their possession to the authori- 
ties and to take the most vigorous action in 
every respect to bring every guilty person to 
justice, 

It is the duty of the authorities to proceed 
at once to ascertain the full extent of the 
affair and to prosecute vigorously every 
guilty participant. 

The nature of the case against Mr. Funk 


was disclosed fully at the trial. Its victim 


has been declared innocent. This means that 
perjury and subornation of perjury and con- 
spiracy and blackmail have lurked behind 
this unclean fabric of pretended outraged 
virtue. The implications of the case ramify 
deep into this community and they should be 
followed to their ugly ends. Every man of 
honorable life, every honest wife, every 
father and every mother concerned for the 
credit of théir good names and the honor of 
their children, every lawyer and every eiti- 
zen who is concerned for the administration 
of justice, every man or woman of decent 
life in this community should demand that 
this case and all that it means shall! be known 
and every guilty partaker in it punished to 
the limit of our laws. 

The attempt to slay a man’s good name 
is the cruelest form of murder. 


WITH PROPER DELIBERATION. 

The Camorrist trial continues to rebuke 
the impulsiveness and rapid action of the 
American courts.

THE COFFEE OR TEA HABIT. 
VICTIM of habit is willing enough 
to admit that there are habit victims, 

but unwilling to admit that he is 

one of them. This is fortunate. 

Just this mental attitude saves 
many. It is like trying to stay in bed with 
a cockleburr. This constant self-asking— 
Is mine a drug habit? ‘This constant as- 
sertion—I can quit—made to convince one’s 
self and not others. Thjs mental unrest 
sometimes makes a man grit his teeth and 
pull out of the mire. Allin all, it does no 
harm for the woman who always carries a 
headache tablet in her pocketbook or for 
the man who takes his morning brandy to 
say that she or he has no habit. 

The most difficult of all places to draw 
the habit line is among tea and coffee drink- 
ers. The use of these drugs has muca 
to commend it. When a man's mental 
energies are at “sixes and sevens,” when 
the different faculties of his brain are not 
doing good team work, a cup of coffee or 
tea may harmonize things. 

-o~ 

Recently there has been some research 
work decidedly favorable totea. The writer 
says a man does better work with it than 
without. Such benefit is not because of 
any food value, because neither tea nor 
coffee has enough food or fuel value to take 
into account. It is because of better team 
work. 

Another advantage of tea is that it is a 
pleasant way to drink sterile water. No 
wise man drinks water from unknown 
sources, Our country is getting too thickly 
populated for that. Boiled water, unfla- 
vored, is not generally liked. Boiled water, 
slightly flavored with tea, is the one drink 
that tastes well, hot, cold, or in between. 
The test is the in between. 

Tea and coffee may serve a purpose, and 
I think right there is the place to draw the 
line. 

For what purpose do you drink it? Do 
you drink it to make you feel warm? The 
hot drink throws the blood to the surface 
and warms the skin, but a warm skin loses 
heat rapidly and presently the loss more 
than offsets the gain. If you are of this 
group—dquit it. 

Do you drink it at supper to hold you 
together for work after supper? 

If a habit, it does harm and not good. 
The wise course is to train one's self to brain 
team work and to leave enough in one’s 
energy bank to draw on for the evening's 
work. Do not drink it at night. 

> 

There is no excuse for the noon or mid- 
afternoon cup except it be as an excuse for 
a break in the day’s concentration., On that 
basis, it is the height of wisdom from the 
efficiency standpoint, but let the draft be 
very weak—scarcely more than flavored 
water. 

For the morning cup there is much ex- 
cuse. The body has been storing up energy 
all night. In the morning it has some 
tendency to leak—to waste. The first work 
of the morning is to hitch up the team. A 
cold bath, water or air can do it. Some 
open air work can doit. A cup of coffee 
or tea can do it. A well trained man can 
do it without any help. “ 

But there are people who have headaches 
or grumps or are generally no account if 
they do not get their coffee. For them it 
must be strong. They are fiends. They 
are in the same boat as opium, cocaine, or 
whisky fiends. 

A good rule is to quit anything that has 
become to you a crutch or that, you can 
figure out, usually becomes a crutch.

EFFECT OF MARBLE FLOORS. 

K. 8. O. writes: Like many other offices 
oure has a new marble floor. Many sug- 
gestions have been made to me to have them 
covered. They claim marble floors are in- 
jurious to health—that they injure the feet; 
cause rheumatism; affect the kidneys, etc. 
WIII you advise through your columns what 
injury to health results and why?“ 


REPLY. 

A marble floor does not affect the kidneys and 1 
doubt if it causes much rheumatism. So many 
different things are called rheumatism that it is 
hard to say. It does abstract heat from the feet, 
and in the winter time most of us have trouble in 
keeping enough heat in our feet. At all seasons 
it is advisable to have the heat of the body as 
evenly distributed as possible. A marble floor ts 
without * epring,”’ and that increases the tire of 
walking. Nature provides an arch to the foot be- 
cause some glve is advisable. These features 
can be remedied by covering the floor with a 
springy, heat-nonconducting. easily cleaned mat. 
If such covering is not furnished, those who stand 
on such floors should wear socks and shoes that 
furnish insulation and spring—woolen socks, cork 
insoles, special soles, rubber heels and soles, and 
high arches.

GLYCERIN. 

Reader writes: In THE TRIBUNE of 
today H. J. C. asked you: ‘ What is glycerin 
made of?’ and you replied ‘I think usually 
from alcohol.“ Of course you do not so 
think, but as the error is so important I 
think you should correct it in your next 
article. You can truly: say in addition to your 
eaying ‘it dries’ that it Is hygrosophic and 
by that power will not only abstract ali fluid 


from the skin, but will actually dissolve the 


cuticle and inflame the true skin underneath 
it. In factories where glycerin is made the 
hands of the workers in it are substantially 
‘eaten up’ by it. It is true that this ts 
partially owing to a part of the alkali being 
left in it. but even pure, it is very drying and 
destructive to the skin and never should be 
used on it.” 


REPLY. 

Glycerin is an alcohol—not made from alcohol, 
but no statement as to what it is made from has 
any place in this column. Some dry, oll- poor skins 
need fats, especially in dry, cold, or windy weath- 
er. These do best with some fresh fat mixture— 
for instance, a good grade of cold cream. Some do 
best with a mucilage mixture—for instance, a 
solution of tragacanth. In such a mixture there 
can be a little glycerin, say, one-half ounce to a 
pint of water, with advantage. In such a weak 
solution the glycerin has all the water it wants. 
and it will get off the skin as soon as the water 
does. 8. E. F.'’s hands would have healed better 
had he replaced some of that 25 per cent glycerin 
with gum tragacanth or, probably better still, with 
an ointment, though the type of his skin would 
have decided the last point.

LA MARQUISE

ING GEORGE's principal hobby until 
a few years ago, as most people are 
aware, was that of postage stamp col- 
lecting, his collection being the most 
valuable in the United Kingdom. 

Since his accession he has developed anoth- 
er hobby. known to but few save his imme- 
diate entourage and personal friends, name- 
ly, the collection of medals and coins, espe- 
cially those relating to the British empire. 

The field is a large one, for it must be re- 
membered that many of the important events 
in the history of the nation have been com- 
memorated by medals struck for the occa- 
sion.

The king’s collection, which 16 rapidly in- 
creasing by gift and purchase, comprises 
among its rarities the bronze medal Napo- 
leon I. caused to be made in Paris to reward 
those of his officers and men who should 
have distinguished themselves during his pro- 
jected invasion of England. So assured was 
he of success and of being eventually able 
to distribute these medals as master of the 
British capital that they bore the vaunt- 
ing and untruthful inscription, “ Frappé a 
Londres {struck in London]. 

Of course, when his great camp at Bou- 
logne was broken up as the result of the 
French defeat at Trafalgar, the emperor, in 
order to avoid ridicule, took special care to 
have the medals destroyed. 

I know of only two others in existence be- 
sides the king’s; one in the Bibliotheque Na- 
tional in Paris, and another in the municipal 
museum at Boulogne. 


* 

Parisians who have always been disposed 
to ridicule the bourgeois appearance, man- 
ners, and thrift of President Fulllères and his 
worthy wife are just at present having a good 
deal of fun in connection with his urgent de- 
mands on the national treasury for the de- 
fraying of extra expenses, to which he was 
put by the state visits of foreign monarchs to 
the French metropolis. 

In fact, these demands have furnished ma- 
terial for a good deal of sarcastic discussion 
in the legislature. 

Among the items is one for some 5,500 
francs for hats for the reception of the king 
of Sweden, and as much more on the occa- 
sion of the visit, a month later, of the king 
and queen of Norway. 

Of course, the public insists that these sums 
represent the cost of Madame Falliéres’ bon- 
nets and the president's hats, whereas, if the 
truth were known, the outlay was really for 
the headgear of the domestics, both those 
permanently employed at the Elysée palace 
and those temporarily engaged for the occa- 
sions. 

It may be remembered that both the royal 
visits were marred by rain, which does not 
improve any known variety of hat. 

The closefistedness of the Falliéres during 
the past seven years. especially their refusal 
to continue the annual largess of their pred- 
ecessors to various charitable enterprises, 
is contrasted with the liberality of most of 
the previous occupants of the executive man- 
sion. 


~- 

Thus, Felix Faure, with all his faults, not 
only drew on his own private income in main- 
taining his official dignity but even mort- 
gaged part of his property at Le-Havre, so 
that his widow and daughter are stil) suffer- 
ing from the results of his liberality. 

Faure s predecessor, Casimir-Perier,. was s 
very rich man, and exceedingly open handed. 
Sadi-Carnot had a private income of $20,000 


= $90,000, which, while president, he spent touch lt 


to the last sou, employing a third of his prin- 
cipal at least in charities and other duties. 

As for Madame Carnot, her open handed- 
ness was of the most generous and kindly 
character. When reproached by their rela- 
tives and friends for dipping so heavily into 
their personal resources, they replied that 
it was not for the president of the republic 
to “‘couper les sous en quatre —cut the 
pence in four. 

President and Madame Loubet, while far 
more prudent, were by no means parsimoni- 
ous In their dealings, but Marshal MacMahon 
was perhaps the most liberal of all. When 
he retired from office he had sacrificed half 
his fortune to the upkeep of his position, and 
his mansion in the Rue Bellechasse was 
heavily mortgaged, in order to enable him to 
entertain Shah Nasr-ed-Din of Persia in 
what he and his wife, the duchess of Ma- 
genta, thought a fitting manner. 

The republic was not of their opinion, that's 
all, the legislature having voted no money 
for the purpose, and the gallant old soldier 
being too proud to ask. 

It is just to add that after the marshal's 
retirement from office, Gambetta, though 
hig political adversary, took advantage of 
his position as chairman of the budget com- 
mittee to force the chamber to vote a sum 
sufficient to cover this particular official out- 
lay, and free the ex-president from debt. 

It was, however, with the utmost difficulty 
that MacMahon could be induced to accept 
this compensation from the state.

The only two presidents who resembled 
Falliéres in financial economy were Thiers 
and Grévy. Grévy was so niggardly that he 
was able to save enough from his official 
emoluments to purchase or build an apart- 
ment house in Paris each year of his incumb- 
ency, while Madame Thiers was wont to 
visit her trades people and arrange for tak 
ing back of empty bottles and jars from the 
Elysée kitchens. On one occasion, when the 
Russian ambassador had been invited to 
lunch, as the president at dessert was about 
to take a particularly fine pear from the pyr- 
amid of fruit on the table, she stopped him, 
exclaiming in a loud whisper: 

Not the biggest one, Adolphe. You know 
we are keeping that for the dinner thié even-

Obedient to his rather imperious better 
half, Thiers took a smaller pear and halved 
it with the representative of the czar,

WAR COUNCIL IN GOTHAM. 
Former President Thinks Demo- 


crates Have Delayed Too 
Lokg for Progressives. 


Col. Roosevelt did not go into town today to 


participate in the council of war with Sen- 
etor Dixon and the other designers of the 


third party organization. But with William 


H. Hotchkise, who came this afternoon fresh 
from that meeting, he discussed some of the 


results of their work, which were submitted 


for his approval. 
Mr. Hotchkiss, who was etate superin- 
tendent of insurance under Gov. Hughes, is 


the latest acquisition in the Roosevelt ranks. 


At the Chicago convention he was conspicu- 
ous among those who endeavored to further 
the movement to nominate Justice Hughes. 
The colonel accepted his proffered support 
and he was immediately called into the con- 
ference, With his intimate knowledges of 
conditions in New York state and with the 
gubernatorial aspirations which he 1s said 
to cherish the new affiliation is expected to 


prove mutually useful. 


Details Left to Committee. 
"We talked over the details involved in 18 
suing the calls for the state and national 


conventions,” said Mr. Roosevelt, after the 


conference, Nothing decided definitely, you 
know, but merely something to lay before the 
organization committee when it assembles,” 
About the date and meeting place of the 
convention the colonel was as vague as ever. 
When told that St. Paul had made a bid 
for the honor, he agreed that Minnesota 
would be a good place, and recalled the rous- 
ing receptions which it invariably gave him. 
He refused to make any comment upon the 
day’s events at Baltimore. The whole situa- 
tion, which he pronounced “ pure comedy,” 
seemed to afford him only amusement, which 
culminated when he was asked his opinion 
of Bryan's resolution directed against the 
Belmont-Ryan-Morgan interests. Scanning 
the tabulated results of the several ballots 
up to the fifth, he had another laugh over 
what he termed “ the frightful fluctuations/” 


Notes Division of Democrats. 

The most that Col. Roosevelt has allowed 
himself in the way of comment upon the pro- 
ceedings of the Democratic convention was 
the statement that for its own good it has 
too long deferred the naming of a progressive 
candidate. To that degree he believes that 
his new party has benefited. 

“If Gov. Wilson or some other progressive 
is nominated now,” he said, the popular 
effect will be largely lost. If they had got 
behind such a man at the first it would have 
helped them. Now they have every appear- 
ance of being divided.” 

The defection of Sheriff Law and William 
L. Ward has been accepted blandly by the 
erstwhile leader. Their declaration that 
they are going to remain regular he had 
looked upon, he said, as a foregone conciu-

Economical Housekeeping 


Summer Company Meats. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
HE old fashioned cook books 
recipes for company dishes. But com- 
pany seems to mean a quite different 
thing today, so we have “formal menus 
for summer entertaining.” 

We are all in search of new ways or new 
touches for such occasions, and only a few 
people are really developing anything new, and 
perhaps what they develop is only some adapta- 
tion. 

The following recipes are from “The Epi- 
cure,“ which, though exploiting the foods of 
one of the finest of grocer stores in the coun- 
try, has some very entertaining and up to date 
matter on cooking a1 eating. 
_“Croustades of Chicken.—Prepare minced 
chicken or turkey, white meat, with a bit of 
Virginia ham and some cold tongue, heating, 
seasoning to taste, and binding together with 
white sauce. Cut some very small French 
rolls in halves lengthwise, scoop out the soft 
part and dry in the oven; then fill with the 
mixture, coat the top with white sauce, sprinkle 
over with fresh bread crumbs, parsley, and 
grated Parmesan cheese, brush over with but- 
ter, and put in oven about ten minutes.

“Chicken Croquettes [Tremont Style] — Take 
one cup and three-quarters of cold boiled fowl, 
minced fine. Season with one-half a teaspoon 
of salt, one-fourth of a teaspoon of celery 
salt, cayenne, one teaspoon of lemon juice, one 
teaspoon of parsley, minced fine, and one cup 
of thick white sauce. Mix the ingredients in 
the order given; cool, shape in croquettes, 
crumb, and fry in deep fat. The cone shapes 
are the most pleasing. The mixture for cro- 
quettes should always be made as soft as pos- 
sible in order that they may be creamy inside 
when fried. 

“Chicken Curried [Benares Style].—Clean and 
dress a three pound chicken and cut in pieces 
for serving. Put one-third of a cup of butter 
in a hot frying pan, add the chicken, and cook 
ten minutes tightly covered. Then add the 
liver and gizzard, and continue cooking for 
ten minutes longer. Cut two medium sized 
onions in thin slices, and add to the chicken 
with two teaspoons of salt and one tablespoon 
of curry powder. Add sufficient boiling water 
to cover, and simmer until the chicken is ten- 
der. Remove the chicken, strain the liquor. 
and thicken with a roux of flour and water. 
Make a border of boiled rice around the platter 
or serving dish, arrange the chicken in the cen- 
ter, and pour the curry sauce over it. 

— — 

Roast Leg of Lamb [Epicure].—Roasts usu- 
ally come on to tables in France with a de- 
lightful garnish of vegetables, which adds much 
to their attractiveness. Roast a small leg 
of lamb in the usual fashion, basting fre- 
quently, and when done, remove to the plat- 
ter, and around it arrange the following vege- 
tables in little pyramids or cups scooped from 
white turnips and boiled in salted water until 
tender: One pint of French peas, one pint lor 
one tin] of French string beans, the flowers 
from one small cauliflower, and some tiny 
cooked spheres scooped from carrots and pota- 
toes. These are to be arranged alternately 


around the edge of the platter, with bouquets 


of parsley between and the lamb in the cen- 
ter. In serving. a spoonful of each vegetable 
is put on the plate with the lamb. Brown 
gravy made from the drippings is passed with 
the lamb.

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THE RPNAISSANCE IN FRANCE (Scrib- 
ners), covering the period 1405-1830, has been 
written by W. H. Ward, who has already 
produced a work descriptive of French 
chAteaux and gardens of the XVI. century. 
In the two volumes before us he fille a gap 


} heretofore existing in English or even in 


French books exclusively concerning the 
whole renaissance architecture of France. 
Such works as have mentioned the subject 
have become out of date wing to the mass 
of material which has become available 
since his day. 

The title of Mr. Ward's work he wishes 
understood as embracing “‘all of those styles, 
whether of building or decoration, which are 
ultimately based on classical architecture 
from the reintroduction of classic forms at 
the renaissance to the revival of Gothic in 
the nineteenth century.“ His idea is to sup- 
ply the student who already has a rudiment- 
ary acquaintance with classic architecture 
and its influence in Italy at the renaiesance 
with an account of the main trend of archi- 
tectural thought and practice in France from 
1495 to 1830, set forth in relation to political, 
social, and literary history. 

In his introduction Mr. Ward giveea sketch 
of the renaissance in Italy and its influence 
on French art, the fusion of Italian and 
French elements and the resulting styles in 
France. After this in successive chapters 
he takes up the styles of Louis XII., Francis 
I., Henry II. and IV., Louis XIIL, XIV., XV., 
XVI., and the changes brought in dy the 
empire. The volume contains several un- 
dred halftones and drawings. 
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Miss Jane NMlen Harrison of Newnham col- 
lege, Cambridge, who has made an enviable 
reputation among scholars for her researches 
into matters concerning primitive religions, 
has now produced through G. P. Putnam's 
Sons an exhaustive study of the social ori- 
gins of Greek religion. Under the title, 
‘‘ THEMIS,” she has followed out her theony 
that the gods of Homer were not only non 
primitive but nonreligious.”’ She has found 
indirect support in the writings of Bergson 
and others, but the greatest encouragement 
from the discovery of the Hymn of Kouretes. 
To this hymn, its exposition and interpreta- 
tion, she devotes much Space in her work. 
In connection with her subject she aleo dis- 
cusses magic, the Olympian games, here 
worship, initiation ceremonies, etc. 

Her thesis ie founded upon two ideas. 
First, that the mystery god and the Olympian 
express respectively, the one and indivisible 
yet ceaselessly changing life and the other 
the action of conecious intelligence which re- 
flects on and anelyzee life, and, second, that 
among primitive peoples religion reflects 
collective feeling and collective thinking. 

The book is illustrated with many photo- 
graphs end diagrams.

RUN FORCED HOME 


Butcher Benz Hands Game to 
Detroit in Tenth Inning 
by 10 to 9 Seore. 


FOUR IN NINTH BRING TIE 


Callahan Shifts His Lineup When 
Zeider Is Sent Home: Bush 
Poles Four Hits.

Detroit, Mich., June 28.— [Special. ]—With 
a savage rally in the ninth inning today the 
White Sox tied the score in the opening game 
of their series with the Tigers, only to have 
Joe Benz, who was called to the rescue of 
Doc White, force home the winning run with 
two out in the last half of the tenth. The 
finish was 10 to 9. 

It was one of the gamezt uphill battles the 
White Sox ever played. Starting three rune 
behind, they drew even in the third, only to 
see the Tigers go far out in front again in 
the fifth and sixth innings. Callahan's tribe 
cut Detroit's lead of four runs in half in the 


eighth, only to have the enemy make two 
more tallies in its half. Then tn the ninth 
the Sox woke up and drove Dubuc to the 
woods in front of a cyclone of hits and barely 
missed winning out before Joe Lake could 
stop them. | 


Slips Followed by Runs. 

It was a wild and woolly’ scrap which 
roused the good sized crowd to fever heat, 
and it developed into a battle of bats. Both 
sides hit freely and every one of the slips 
made by elther team became big holes 
through which runs were pulled. White's 
pass to Dubuc, who ought to have been an 
easy third out in the second was followed 
by a bunch of hits, scoring two runs. 

Bush's failure to hold a line drive in the 
Sox third resulted in three runs for us. 
‘Weaver's wild throw to first on what ought 
to have been an easy third out in the fifth 
gave Detroit three tallies. Weaver was taken 
out to let Fournier score two runs with a 
double in the eighth and that brought Lena 
Blackburne into the game in time to make 
a bobble that started the fatal tenth.

Packers, shippers, and speculators vied for 
hogs at Chicago yesterday, and the market
